SEAGRIT, N. J., June 22.—Gen­ 
eral Pershing told N ational guard 
officers and men a t Camp Edw ards 
that the illiteracy of the young man­ 
hood of the country was a disgrace, 
and 
he 
hoped 
the nation 
would 
never again have to pass through 
such an experience with untrained 
minds and bodies as it did in the j 
last war. 
He recommended annual p h y sic a l1 
surveys of the country’s youth and 
praised the new plan of reorganize-1 
tion of the arm y and National guard 
as the best expression of m ilitary 
policy which the country ever has 
had. He declared the civilian sum ­ 
m er training cam ps for officers w ere 
the best 
substitute 
for u n iv e rsal, 
m ilitary training. 
R eferring to the high percentage j 
of illiteracy which Confronted those 
charged w ith the form ation of the 
overseas arm y, he said: 
“We have wondered at the large 
num ber of slackers, but m en 
who 
could neither read nor w rite, 
and 
who have never read th e C onstitu­ 
tion could 
not com prehend 
th eir 
vast obligations. 
“The problem of the better educa­ 
tion and physical developm ent of the 
Am erican 
youth is 
a com m unity , 
problem, but it is one which should 
have national supervision. It should 
be m ade the obligation of each and 
every citizen and particularly those i 
who saw service in the arm y and 
navy, and know the requirem ents of 
these services, to see that the ac­ 
com plishm ent of the education pro­ 
vided 
for in the 
laws of 
alm ost 
©very state is enforced.”
